Owen Sullivan, the Finance Com- 
mittee forwarded |I 3,000 to J, J. 
Pulleyn, National Treasurer. New 
York City, with instructolns to send 
to Ireland for immediate relief. 
The distribution In Ireland is In 
charge of C. J. France, brother of 
United States Senator France, of 
Maryland, and James Douglass, of 
the Soclsty of Friends (Quakers), ito 
be diiAurMd to ths needy regardless 
of creed. Ths eampalin oontinuss 
until March 81, whan tbs balanea 
will be forwarded. Aa tha Kan- 
tucky Irish American prsdiotad. 
Louisville and Kentucky will go 
over the -top, as it has done In all 
o*her like drives. Many people and 
parishes have yet to be heard from, 
and therefore Hev. J. O'Connor, ths 
Treasurer, will bo unable to maks « 
full report until next week.
